A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 . 1 11 , 1 .1 35. (35 U.S.C. 1 32) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An Indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form Is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The art cited by the examiner as irrelevant includes teachings which 
bear little on the patentability of optical recording media and processes for their use. The examiner considers the 
address information embossed in the optical recording media, but coated with a dye layer as being embraced by the 
requirements for a computer program directing the medium to read the medium in specific areas where the data of the 
computer program is changeable due to the photodegradation of the dye coated over these areas. The examiner 
holds that some of the claims may embrace a medium which is read repeatedly by the disc drive in its attempts to 
make sense of any damaged data. The examiner notes that some of the claims do not indicate that the remainder of 
the medium is read ONLY when a difference in the data in the locus is found and also fails to distinguish over mere re- 
reading to make sense of the data as discussed above. The applicant seems to be indicating that the change in the ^ ^ 
dye/light sensitive materials may be transient, rather than permanent. This limitation does not appear in the nt^egt of ^^^'^ 
the claims. The examiner based upon the claims of the patents and the claims of the instant application as read 
through the instant specification, particularly the photosensitive materials disclosed, still holds the claims to overlapping 
with those previously issued patents to the applicant and seeking an improper timewise extension but this is subject to 
reconsideration. The use of the photosensitive coating over the entire data surface may serve to distinguish over Vasic, 
Whitcher or Smith. 
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
